Vitamin  B12  from  Micro-organisms? — 

Four  pernicious  anaemia  patients  have  been 
treated  by  Dr.  D.  L.  Mollin  ("Lancet," 
April  23,  p.  708)  with  a  substance  isolated 
(by  workers  at  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.) 
from  strains  of  streptomyces,  and  "  appar- 
ently identical  "  chemically  with  vitamin 
Bi2>  Responses  appeared  to  be  identical 
with  those  produced  by  liver  extracts  in 
equivalent  doses  (based  on  microbiological 
assay).  A  patient  with  severe  neurological 
complications  showed  good  improvement 
after  six  weeks'  treatment. 
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Estimation  of  Penicillin. — The  use  of 

chromatography  in  penicillin  assays  and 
production  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  and  other 
Analytical  Chemists  in  London  recently. 
Messrs.  P.  B.  Baker,  M.P.S.,  F.  Dobson, 
and  A.  J.  P.  Martin,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  des- 
cribed a  technique  for  paper  chromato- 
graphy (using  volatile  solvents)  for  adop- 
tion particularly  in  estimating  penicillin 
in  mixtures.  Mr.  J.  W.  Albans,  B.Sc, 
discussed  the  application  of  the  technique 
to  culture  filtrates  and  similar  process  sam- 
ples, and  its  use  for  examining  fermenta- 
tion variables  such  as  the  composition  of 
the  medium,  aeration,  the  use  of  precur- 
sors, and  the  fermentation  time.  Modifi- 
cations to  a  previously  described  method 
of  estimating  benzyl  penicillin  by  precipi- 
tation with  N-ethylpiperidine  were  des- 
cribed by  Mr.  C.  R.  Bond,  M.Sc.  (chair- 
man, analysts'  subcommittee.  Ministry  of 
Health  Conference  on  the  Differential  As- 
say of  Penicillin). 

Scottish  Executive  Meeting.  —  At  a 

meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish 
Department  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  in  Edinburgh  on  April  13,  Mr.  C.  G. 
Drummond  in  the  chair,  it  was  reported 
that  approval  had  been  received  for.  the 
adoption  of  the  method  of  election  to  the 
Executive  proposed  in  a  report  forwarded 
to  the  Society's  Council  in  March  1948. 
Under  the  new  method  the  Executive  is 
to  consist  of  eighteen  elected  members, 
with  the  president  and  vice-president  of 
the  Society,  and  any  member  or  members 
of  Council  resident  in  Scotland  ex-officio. 
Of  the  eighteen  elected  members,  six  are 
to  retire  annually  and  may,  if  they  so  de- 
sire, offer  themselves  for  re-election.  The 
resident  secretary  stated  that  reports  on 
local  branch  organisation  received  from 
various  areas  would  be  considered  at  a 
meeting  of  branch  secretaries  to  be  held 
on  May  10.  It  was  left  to  the  resident 
secretary  to  prepare  a  report  on  any  extra 
accommodation  that  he  might  think  neces- 
sary in  view  of  the  proposed  alteration  in 
the  Society's  examinations.  The  following 
subjects  for  discussion  at  the  Branch  Rep- 
resentatives1 meeting  to  be  held  in  Edin- 
burgh were  agreed :  (a)  The  problem  of 
the  unqualified  dispenser  in  pharmacy;  (b) 
the  man-power  position.  Mr.  A.  A.  Mel- 
drum  agreed  to  open  the  discussion.  It 
was  reported  that  the  most  important 
National  Health  Service  problem  at  present 
was  that  of  working  out  an  abridged 
method  of  payment  for  prescriptions  to 
replace  payment  in  full.

Dr.  Davis  on  the  N.F.,  1949.  —  Dr.  H. 

Davis  (chief  pharmacist,  Ministry  of 
Health)  spoke  on  "  The  National  Formu- 
lary, 1949,"  at  a  meeting  of  the  Leeds 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently,  Mr.  F.  A.  Jones  presiding.  Dr. 
Davis  said  he  thought  both  the  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  professions  would  be 
satisfied  when  the  National  Formulary 
came  into  use  on  May  1 ;  it  should  cater 
for  about  90  per  cent,  of  prescribers'  re- 
quirements. Most  of  the  drugs,  except 
glycerin,  that  had  been  scarce  when  the 
National  (War)  Formularies  were  compiled, 
were  now  freely  available  again.  Titles  in 
the  new  formulary  were  in  Latin,  although 
the  Americans  had  had  the  courage  to 
adopt  English  titles  for  most  preparations. 
Dr.  Davis  then  commented  on  some  of  the 
new  or  changed  items.  Applicatio  deter- 
gens,  he  said,  was  intended  for  the  removal 
of  fatty  ointment  from  the  patient's  skin. 
Capsuli  vitaminorum  A  et  D  had  been  re- 
formulated. Dr.  Davis  went  on  to  emphasise 
the  need  for  aseptic  precautions  and  the 
use  of  liquor  pro  guttis  in  the  preparation 
of  eye-drops,  pointing  out  that  an  injured 
eye  had  not  the  same  resistance  to  infec- 
tion as  a  healthy  eye.  Cremor  aminocrinae 
(obstetric  cream)  was  not  a  general  disin- 
fectant cream  but  might  be  effective 
against  haemolytic  staphylococci,  haemolytic 
streptococci  and  Pseudomonas  pyocyanea. 
Linctus  diamorphinae  had  been  discon- 
tinued as  a  matter  of  policy;  in  order  to 
assist  chemists  and  doctors  after  May  1,  it 
was  intended  to  arrange  an  interpretation 
of  prescriptions  for  linctus  diamorphinae 
N.[W.]F.  to  allow  the  chemist  to  supply 
the  new  B.P.C.  linctus. Pigmentum  arseni  et

Vitamin  C  from  Walnut. — The  leaves 
stripped  from  trees  in  recently  discovered 
walnut  forests  in  South  Kirghiz,  U.S.S.R., 
are  being  used  for  vitamin  C  production. 

Sales  of  Toilets  in  U.S.  —  The  U.S. 
Toilet  Goods  Association  has  estimated  that 
total  sales  at  retail  prices  of  perfumes,  cos- 
metics and  other  toilet  goods,  excluding 
soap,  in  1948,  reached  $687.6  millions 
against  $682.1  millions  in  1947. 

German-Chilean    Trade    Agreement. — 

Under  a  trade  agreement  recently  signed 
in  Frankfurt  between  Chile  and  the  three 
western  zones  of  Germany,  Chile  will  sup- 
ply magnesium  dioxide,  manganese,  sul- 
phur, selenium,  iodine,  tartaric  acid,  honey, 
etc.  Included  in  the  goods  the  trizone  will 
send  to  Chile  are  pharmaceutical  products, 
chemicals  and  dyestuffs,  and  optical  instru- 
ments. 

Italian  Pharmaceutical  Imports.  —  A 
total  of  about  300,000  million  units  of 
penicillin  was  imported  by  Italy  under  the 
European  Recovery  programme  between 
June  1948  and  January  1949.  During  the 
same  period  imports  of  streptomycin 
amounted  to  397,998  gm.;  insulin  to 
I53>ooo  phials,  and  blood  plasma  to  1,660 
500-c.c.  flasks.  Italian  needs  of  liver  ex- 
tracts are  now  almost  covered  by  domestic 
production,  but  205,000  10-c.c.  ampoules

Your  account  of  this  association  in  the 
article  referred  to  stated  that  it  had  "  con- 
tinually been  in  the  fortunate  position  of 
having  a  balance  in  hand  "  :  I  trust  that 
this  position  has  been  maintained. 

Starkey's  Pill 

Rival  owners  of  proprietary  pills  figured 
in  your  Annual  Special  Issue  of  June  25, 
1927,  where  it  was  mentioned  that  in  or 
about  1664  George  Starkey  wrote  two 
pamphlets  praising  his  own  remedy  and 
decrying  those  of  Lockyer  and  Mathews. 
Both  puffs  were  worded  in  the  vituperative 
style  customary  at  that  period.  Starkey, 
who  was  M.A.  of  Harvard,  came  back  to 
England  shortly  before  1650;  he  died  in 
1665.  He  called  himself  "  M.D.  and  Philo- 
sopher by  the  Fire."  Not  content  with  his 
efforts  in  the  pamphlets  alluded  to,  he 
issued,  in  1664,  a  more  extensive  condemna- 
tion. Its  title  reads :  "  A  Brief  Examina- 
tion and  Censure  of  Several  Medicines,  of 
late  years  Extol'd  for  Universal  remedies, 
and  Arcana's  of  the  highest  preparation ; 
Being  Indeed  some  of  them  trivial  toyes, 
.  .  .  others  dangerous  virulent  venoms  .  .  . 
Namely,  Lockyers  pill,  Hughes  pouder, 
Constantines  Spirit  of  Salt,  with  several 
other  of  that  kind,  by  which  the  Art  of 
Pyrotechny  is  in  danger  of  being  brought 
into  Reproach  and  Contempt  .  .  ."  Starkey 
begins  by  referring  to  the  fame  of  his  own 
medicines — assured  before  165  5,  he  states, 
"  without  Bills  [i.e.,  prescriptions!  or 
Books."  He  rails  against  Mathews,  who, 
he  alleges,  obtained  his  formula  from  him, 
Starkey :  he  wishes  to  dissociate  himself 
from  makers  of  such  "imperfect"  remedies. 
Then  comes  the  turn  of  Lockyer ;  the  criti- 
cism of  his  pill  occupies  about  thirteen 
pages.  Hughes  and  Constantine  are  more 
briefly  treated,  their  demerits  being 
apparently  less  important  than  a  compari- 
son of  mercury  with  antimony.  Near  the 
end  of  this  manifesto,  the  author  nromises 
further  information,  including  "  Pvrotechny 
Triumphing,  which  is  a  laree  Volume."  A 
book  with  a  similar  title  appeared  in  iG^G 
and  1696.

APPARATUS  EXHIBITED 

The  stands  at  the  Physical  Society's  thirty- 
third  annual  exhibition  held  at  the  Im- 
perial College,  London,  recently,  repre- 
sented commercial.  Government-depart- 
ment, trade-association  and  academic  ex- 
hibitors showing  apparatus  embodying  re- 
cent developments.  The  exhibits  reflected 
the  increasing  application  of  physics  to  a 
wide  field  of  scientific  problems.  Appara- 
tus for  chemical  or  pharmaceutical  pur- 
poses included  moulded  plastic  (Telco- 
thene)  laboratory  ware  and  tubing  (The 
Telegraph  Construction  and  Maintenance 
Co.,  Ltd.);  crucibles  and  refractory  tubes 
of  alumina,  zirconia,  etc.  (Morgan  Crucible 
Co.,  Ltd.) ;  glass  blowlamp  apparatus 
(Chance  Bros.,  Ltd.,  and  Labgear,  Ltd.); 
balances,  including  models  for  semi-micro 
work  (W.  &  J.  George  &  Backer,  Ltd.,  L. 
Oertling,  Ltd.,  Stanton  Instruments,  Ltd.); 
mass  miniature  radiography  camera 
(Avimo,  Ltd.);  a  jig  to  be  used  for  drill- 
ing holes  in  balls  used  in  the  construction 
of  crystal  models  (Mr.  C.  A.  Haywood, 
University  College,  Leicester);  a  disinte- 
grator for  blending  liquids  or  cutting  solid 
or  semi-solid  substances,  with  a  working 
speed  of  12,000  revolutions  per  minute 
(Measuring  &  Scientific  Instrument  Co.)  ; 
ultrasonic  emulsifying  apparatus  (Mullard 
Electronic  Products,  Ltd.),  who,  with  other 
exhibitors,  showed  electron  microscopes.  A 
micro-burette  delivering  drops  of  accurately 
known  size  (formed  at  the  tip  of  a  hypoder- 
mic needle  around  which  a  concentric 
stream  of  air  flows)  was  shown  by  the  Che- 
mical Defence  Experimental  Establishment. 
A  number  of  exhibitors  showed  microscopes 
and  photometers,  colorimeters  and  visco- 
meters. A.  Gallenkamp  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
showed  a  particle-size  measuring  apparatus 
embodying  a  photo-electric  mechanism; 
and  Kodak,  Ltd.,  an  apparatus  for  mea- 
suring the  vertical  swell  of  gelatin  and 
photographic  emulsion  layers.  The  exhibits 
have  been  recorded  in  an  illustrated  cata- 
logue of  some  270  pages.

OR  inguinal  hernia  in  infants  the 
writer  has  always  found  the  all-rubber 
truss  with  the  horse-shoe-shaped  in- 
flating pad  the 
more  useful  kind 
to  fit  (see  Fig.  io). 
The  appliance  is 
satisfactory  for 
right,  left,  or  double 
hernia,  though  in- 
tended primarily 
for  double  hernia. 
The  inflated-pad 
type  of  truss,  when 
in  such  a  small 
size,  is  likely  to  slip 
out  of  place  if 
made  for  one  side 
only,  and  in  any 
case  it  is  a  wise 
precaution  to  sup- 
port the  other  side. 
Single  appliances 
can    be  obtained, 

but  are  not  often  stocked,  and  usually  have 
to  be  made  specially,  causing  a  delay  that  is 
undesirable  in  the  treatment  of  a  child's 
complaint.  For  older  children  (about  the  age 
of,  say,  four  or  five  years),  spring  trusses 
can  be  made  either  single  or  double,  and 
covered  entirely  in  rubber  (see  Fig  12). 
The  rubber  covering  is  more  satisfactory 
for  infants  and  young  children,  since  it  is 
subject  to  the  effects  of  urine,  etc.  Leather- 
covered  trusses  for  children,  however,  are 
made  to  the  same  design  as  those  that  have 
been  considered  for  adults,  and  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  individual  choice  which  is  adopted. 

Children's  Umbilical  Appliances 

The  other  kind  of  hernia  appliance  most 
often  needed  for  infants  and  young  chil- 
dren is  that  for  umbilical  hernia.  Although 
such  appliances  are  usually  referred  to  as 
umbilical  belts  they  are,  in  effect,  trusses, 
and  for  that  reason  most  Executive  Coun- 
cils allow  them  to  be  prescribed  on  E.C.10 
prescriptions.  The  appliances  are  quite 
simple  to  apply.  All  that  is  necessary  is 
carefully  to  reduce  the  hernia,  to  place  the 
pad  upon  it  and  then  to  fasten  the  belt 
portion  round  the  child's  body.  It  may  be 
found  advantageous  to  order  children's 
umbilical  belts  1  in.  shorter  than  the 
actual  measurements,  so  as  to  allow  for 
stretch.  On  the  other  hand,  they  usually 
have  a  stud  fastening  that  allows  ample 


margin  for  tightening  or  slacl 
as  necessary,  because,  of  course,  the 
is  constantly  growing  and  some  all 
has  to  be  made  for  that  in  the  size 
appliance.

securely  round  the  body  by  two  stout  elas- 
tic web  bands,  if  in.  wide,  each  with  a 
fastening  clip  engaging  on  studs  riveted  to 
the  plate  and  designed  to  slide  along  the 
webbing,  also  for  adjustment  of  tension. 
The  appliance  described  is  shown  in  Fig. 
14.  Occasionally,  if  quite  a  small  cone 
and  plate  are  necessary,  only  one  elastic 
band  is  used.  The  twin  bands  are,  how- 
ever, the  more  usual.  There  are  also  spring 
appliances  to  be  had,  but  they  are  rather 
cumbersome  on  account  of  the  great  girths 
for  which  they  are  usually  needed  and,  in 
addition,  on  account  of  the  large  padded 
plates  umbilical  hernias  generally  require. 

An  umbilical  hernia  is,  of  course,  a 
thrusting  outwards  of  the  umbilical  cord, 
usually  through  severe  coughing  in  males; 
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through  frequent  childbearing  in  women; 
and  in  infants  by  excessive  crying  or  post- 
natal neglect.  An  infant's  umbilicus  is  so 
small  that,  as  a  rule,  an  umbilical  hernia 
in  the  child  does  not  entail  any  herniation 
of  the  bowel,  though  there  may  be  a  little 
of  that.  The  adult  umbilical  hernia,  how- 
ever, may  assume  quite  alarming  propor- 
tions, with  a  large  amount  of  intestinal 
content.  As  a  general  rule,  if  the  hernia 
has  become  larger  in  size  than  an  average 
tomato  (they  often  look  like  one  when 
very  distended  and  sore),  the  patient 
should  not  be  fitted  with  a  truss;  in  cases 
of  doubt  the  patient  should  be  referred 
back  to  the  doctor.  Many  umbilical  her- 
nias in  adults  can  be  successfully  controlled 
with  a  truss,  however,  and  the  procedure 
is  not  difficult.  With  the  patient  in  the 
prone  position,  the  body  circumference  is 
taken  at  the  level  of  the  umbilicus,  meet- 
ing the  ends  of  the  tape  measure  across 
the  hernia. 

It  may  have  been  noticed  that  nothing 
has  been  said  in  this  instance  about  first 
reducing  the  hernia.  The  reason  is  that  it 
is  a  wise  precaution,  in  the  writer's 
opinion,  to  refrain  from  attempting  imme- 
diate reduction  of  an  umbilical  hernia. 
Such  a  hernia  is  frequently  very  sore  and 
tender  owing  to  friction  of  the  clothing 
or  continual  contact  with  a  work-bench, 
table  or  machine,  and  it  is  therefore  better 
to  allow  the  hernia  a  few  minutes  in  which 
to  recede  a  little  of  its  own  accord.  In- 
ternal pressure  eases  off  when  the  patient 
lies  down,  and  while  this  is  happening  the 
measurement  can  be  taken.  Afterwards, 
the  remainder  is  reduced  by  carefully 
squeezing,  pressing  and  pushing  with  a 
gentle  circular  movement,  giving  it  a  final 
press  with  the  flat  of  the  hand  to  make 
sure  it  has  all  gone  back,  leaving  the 
abdominal  surface  quite  flat  again.  The 
diameter  of  the  hernia  is  then  measured, 
and  an  inch  added  to  the  measurement  for 
the  size  of  the  retaining  cone  that  will  be 
required  on  the  truss  pad.  This  results  in 
the  cone  being  ^  in.  larger  all  round  than 
the  hernia,  an  allowance  which,  provided 
the  elastics  are  braced  tight  enough, 
should  result  in  the  hernia  being  effectively 
retained. 

In  ordering  an  infant's  umbilical  belt 
or  truss  it  is  only  necessary  to  quote  the 
body  circumference,  the  pads  being  all  of 
a  standard  size.  For  an  adult  the  body  cir- 
cumference and  the  size  of  cone  required 
should  also  be  given  or,  if  there  is  any 
uncertainty  about  that,  the  diameter  of  the 
hernia  to  be  controlled.  It  is  not  necessary 


to  state  the  dimensions  of  the  padded 
unless  for  some  reason  it  is  desired 
particular  size  or  shape.

Overseas  Trade  in  March 

The  value  of  the  United  Kingdom  exports 
in  March,  of  all  classes  of  merchandise, 
was  £160.0  millions,  £0.7  millions  above 
the  January  record  figure  and  some  £19.2 
millions  more  than  in  February.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  rise  of  prices  since 
1938,  the  volume  of  exports  in  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1948  is  estimated  at  156  per  cent,  of 
the  average  of  1947.  The  aggregate  of 
imports  in  March  was  also  a  record,  at 
£189.9  millions,  about  £2.7  millions  above 
the  January  peak  and  £27.9  millions  more 
than  the  February  total.  Re-exports  in 
March  amounted  to  £5.9  millions.  The 
excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.)  over  total 
exports  (-f.o.b.)  was  £24.0  millions,  com- 
pared with  £22.9  millions  in  January  and 
£16.9  millions  in  February. 

Exports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  etc.,  in 
March  reached  £7,571,228  which,  although 
about  £641,500  below  the  January  record 
total,  was  0.92  millions  higher  than  the 
corresponding  month  in  1947.  Drugs, 
medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  ex- 
ports increased  to  a  peak  total  of  £1,678,753 
against  £1,229,878  in  March  1948.  Pro- 
prietary medicines  exports  were  valued  at 
£534>7o6*  (March  1948,  £351,100).  Aspi- 
rin exports  mounted  to  141,031  lb.  with  a 
value  £38,889,  compared  with  63,492  lb. 
valued  at  £18,788  a  year  earlier.  The 
amount  of  insulin  exported  was  more  than 
double  the  total  for  March  1948  and 
brought  in  £30,540  against  £14,926  in  the 
earlier  month.  Penicillin  exports  at  449,625 
mega  units  were  more  than  123,000  mega 
units  higher  than  March  1948,  but,  owing 
to  the  intervening  fall  in  prices,  the  value 
declined  from  £179,373  to  £175,640. 
Ointments  and  liniments  exported  reached 
a  total  of  £70,549  against  £45,977.  In 
all  instances  the  quarterly  export  totals  for 
items  in  the  drugs  and  medicines  section 
were  higher  in  value   than  in  the  first 
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three  months  of  last  year.  Exports  of  the 
perfumery  and  toilet  preparations  group 
(excluding  perfumed  spirits,  essential 
oils  and  soap)  were  valued  in  March  at 
£433,747,  against  £240,260  in  the  corres- 
ponding month  a  year  earlier.  To  this 
total,  £63,952  (£49,182)  was  contributed 
by  tooth-pastes,  dental  preparations,  etc., 
and  £189,929  (£79,227)  by  cosmetics.  The 
value  of  exports  of  perfumed  spirits  was 
£76,977,  compared  with  £45,902  in  March 
1948;  essential  oils  were  valued  at 
£27,541,  against  £14,340;  and  toilet  soap 
sent  to  overseas  markets  was  valued  at 
£233,857,  against  £127,418.  In  toilet 
requisites,  exports  of  powder  bowls,  powder 
puffs,  etc.,  were  valued  at  £10,699 
(£14,806),  while  sales  of  tooth-  and  dental- 
plate  brushes  amounted  to  £24,428 
(£6,510).  Shipments  of  hair  and  shaving 
brushes,  and  other  toilet  brushes,  were 
valued  at  £30,638  (£24,925). 

Re-exports  of  crude  drugs  were  again 
disappointing  with  a  total  of  £21,981, 
compared  with  £46,687  in  March  1948; 
the  quarterly  total  was  £61,796 
(£135,446).  Manufactured  medicines  re- 
exported in  March  were  valued  at  £6,853, 
compared  with  £10,168  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year.  A  welcome  im- 
provement in  the  entrepot  trade  in  essential 
oils,  with  a  total  of  £24,206,  brought  the 
quarterly  total  to  £56,786,  against 
£40,743  in  1948. 

The  Imperial  Institute 

It  is  heartening  to  learn  that  the  adminis- 
trative changes  in  the  control  of  the 
Imperial  Institute,  announced  by  Sir 
Harry  Lindsay,  its  director,  in  presenting 
the  report  for  1948,  will  not  circumscribe 
its  activities  in  any  way,  but  will  rather 
allow  of  the  "  normal  healthy  expansion  of 
a  living  and  vital  organism."  The  Imperial 
Institute  was  founded  in  1887  as  a 
memorial  of  Queen  Victoria's  Golden 
Jubilee;  its  primary  purposes  were  to  give 
scientific  and  technical  advice  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  economic  development  of  the 
natural  resources  of  the  Empire,  and  to 
provide  visual  aids  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  life,  scenery  and  industries  of  the 
Empire.  Under  the  changes  (see  C.  &  D., 
April  23,  p.  538),  it  wii!  continue  to  be  the 


clearing    house    for    information  on 
materials  of  the  Empire  and  a  centr 
preliminary  laboratory  investigation  oAw 
natural  products.

MECHANISED  ACCOUNTING  FOR  THE 
SMALLER  MANUFACTURER 


Concluded  from  The  Chemist 
Sales  and  Purchase  Analysis 

A  simple  method  of  dissecting  sales, 
purchases  and  expenses  under  various 
headings  is  known  as  the  "  exhaust " 
method.  A  record  card  is  maintained  in 
respect  of  each  analysis  heading,  and  is 
ruled  to  show  "  Total  for  the  Day "  and 
"  Total  to  Date."  The  operator  sorts  the  in- 
voices, so  far  as  possible,  into  analysis  order, 
and  then  proceeds  to  list  all  items  under 
a  given  heading,  arriving  at  a  total,  which 
is  printed  in  the  first  column  of  the  record 
card.  The  operator  then  brings  forward 
the  previous  progressive  total  and  the 
machine  computes  and  prints  the  total  to 
date  in  the  final  column  of  the  card.  Other 
items  are  dissected  in  the  same  manner, 
and  at  the  completion  of  the  work  the 
machine  is  found  to  have  accumulated  a 
grand  total  of  all  items  dissected,  which  is 
carried  to  a  control  card  similar  to  the 
individual  analysis  card. 

Cheques  and  Payments  Cash  Book 

All  unnecessary  duplication  of  work  is 
avoided  if  cheques  and  the  payments  cash 
sheet  are  prepared  simultaneously.  The 
cash  sheet  is  inserted  into  the  back-feed 
of  the  machine  and  the  cheques  (in  per- 
forated strip  form)  in  the  front  feed  where 
they  may  be  aligned  independently.  The

res  records  are  of  the  utmost  import- 
in  a  manufacturing  concern,  and  a 
e  type  of  stores  record  card  showing 
tity  and  value  may  be  used  for  raw 


material  and  for  finished  stock.  A  ledger  card 
is  opened  for  every  range,  commodity  or 
article  carried  in  stock.  To  this  are  posted 
all  receipts  into  stock  of  the  item,  a  balance 
in  hand  being  automatically  extended  by 
the  machine.  From  that  balance  are  sub- 
tracted all  issues  from  stock,  either  for 
manufacture  or  sale,  the  machine  extend- 
ing a  correspondingly  reduced  balance  of 
stock  in  hand.  The  ledger  card  then  pro- 
vides daily  the  exact  amount  of  a  particu- 
lar item,  both  in  quantity  and  value, 
which  should  be  in  stock.  A  spot  check  of 
stock  items  at  varying  intervals  then 
demonstrates  whether  there  are  any  leak- 
ages. In  spaces  at  the  top  of  the  card  the 
minimum  and  maximum  stocks  allowable 
for  each  item  are  shown,  together  with  all 
other  necessary  data  such  as  time  taken 
for  delivery,  supplier's  name,  etc.  The  ad- 
vantages of  an  efficient  and  up-to-date 
stores  record  system  are:  — 

1.  Any  drain  on  the  stock  through 
pilfering  or  theft  is  revealed,  enabling 
steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  further 
leakage. 

2.  Under-stocking  is  avoided — a  most 
important  consideration  where  delivery 
of  materials  may  take  weeks  or  even 
months. 

3.  Over-stocking  is  also  avoided,  with 
the  consequent  saving  of  liquid  assets 
from  being  tied  up  in  stagnant  stocks. 
Over-stocking  becomes  of  prime  import- 
ance when  the  stocks  concerned  are 
perishable  or  deteriorate  when  stored  too 
long. 

Choice  of  Machine 

The  choice  of  the  right  type  of  machine 
often  presents  difficulties  because  all 
machines  have  good  points.  Several  items 
need  consideration: — - 

1.  In  a  small  firm  a  single  machine  may 
be  required  to  carry  out  all  the  work. 
The  most  important  feature  must  there- 
fore be  flexibility  (that  is,  the  ability  to 
change  the  machine  operation  without 
undue  effort). 

2.  If  description  is  required  the  machine 
must  be  equipped  with  a  typewriter. 

3.  The  machine  must  be  easy  to  operate. 
With  present-day  staff  difficulties  it  is 
inadvisable  to  buy  equipment  that  only 
highly  trained  operators  can  use. 

4.  The  general  service  rendered  by  the 
company  marketing  the  machine  should 
be  considered.  Good  service  ensures  the 
best  use  of  the  machine  and  constant 
advice  on  the  latest  methods

TURPENTINE  AND  PINE  OIL 

The  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  resin, 
turpentine  and  pine  oil  reverted  to  private 
trading  on  April  25.  Imports  remain  sub- 
ject to  licence.  For  currency  reasons  the 
use  of  these  materials  for  certain  purposes 
will  continue  to  be  restricted. 

Supplies  of  resin  for  soap  manufacture 
will  be  made  available  by  importers  and 
merchants  only  against  certificates  issued  to 
soap  manufacturers  by  the  Soap  Makers' 
and  Fat  Splitters'  Federation.  These  certi- 
ficates must  be  presented  to  the  supplier  at 
the  time  of  sale,  endorsed  by  him  with  par- 
ticulars of  date  and  quantity,  signed  and 
returned  to  the  soap  manufacturers.  Sup- 
plies of  turpentine  will  be  available  for  the 
manufacture  of  paints,  polishes,  etc.,  under 
special  arrangements  between  the  Board  of 
Trade  Directorate  of  Paint  Materials  and 
paint  manufacturers,  or  between  the  Board 
and  the  Boot  and  Floor  Polish  manufac- 
turers' Association. 

Other  sales  of  turpentine,  including  re- 
sales, will  be  limited  to  medical,  veterinary 
and  pharmaceutical  purposes.  Turpentine 
must  not  be  sold  for  paint  thinning  or 
general  household  use.  The  contract  of 
sale  (or,  in  the  absence  of  a  contract,  the 
letter  confirming  the  sale,  the  invoice  or 
the  delivery  note  issued  to  the  buyer)  must 
bear  an  appropriate  clause,  e.g.,  "  None  of 
this  turpentine  will  be  used  or  re-sold  other 
than  for  medical,  veterinary  and  pharma- 
ceutical purposes."  The  existing  restric- 
tions on  the  supply  of  pine  oil  for  use  in 
disinfectants  are  discontinued. 

Imports  of  these  materials  will  be 
allowed  in  the  ratio  of  one  ton  to  every 
one  ton  purchased  from  Government  stocks 
(until  these  are  all  sold),  available  from  the 
United  Kingdom  Naval  Stores  Association, 
Ltd.,  46  St.  Mary  Axe,  London,  E.G. 3. 
Evidence  of  purchase,  in  the  form  of  a 
copy  of  the  contract  issued  by  the  U.K.N.S. 
Association,  should  accompany  each  import 
licence  application.  The  ratio  quantity  to 
be  purchased  from  Government  stocks,  as 
mentioned  above,  is  the  minimum  in  rela- 
tion to  new  imports.  Purchases  may,  if 
desired,  be  made  from  Government  stocks 
for  so  long  as  they  are  available,  without 
importing.  Users  wishing  to  import  direct 
from  abroad  should  attach  to  their  import 
licence  applications  any  certificates  issued 
by  the  Soap  Makers'  and  Fat  Splitters' 
Federation,  or  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
Directorate  of  Paint  Materials,  in  addition 
to  a  copy  of  the  U.K.N.S. A.  contract.
